Until 1979, unemployment 
payments were not taxable. 
However, the Revenue Act of 
1978 changed the law and 
payments must now be in- 
cluded on one’s federal 
return. 

Although the total amount 
recieved must be included, 
some or all of it may not 
actually be taxed. 

“If you are single and your 
total income is under $20,000, 
none of your employment 
payments will be taxed,” 
IRS spokesman said at 
Springfield. 

“If you are married and 
file a joint return and your 
total income (for both of 
you) is under $25,000, none of 


your unemployment benefits 
will be taxed. If your income 
is larger than these amounts, 
a worksheet in your .in- 
struction book will help you 
figure the taxable amount. 
“Both Forms 1040 and 
10404 have a special line for 
unemployment payments, so 
you may file either form, 
“The Illinois Bureau of 
Employment Security will 
send you a Form 1099 UC.

2. Turn to channel 13. Using the 
brightness control knob, darken the 
screen so it is almost black. 

3. Turn to channel 2. Leave the set

Halt ‘quality of life' decline 


1980 EQ SUMMARY 


The “quality of life” in the 
United States — as 
measured by seven en- 
vironmental indicators 
remained virtually un- 
changed last year as the 
nation wound up a decade 
marked by the enactment of 
many environmental 
proteciton laws, the National 
Wildlife Federation reports 
in its 11th annual study of 
environmental trends. 

NWF, the nation’s largest 
nonprofit citizens con- 
servation organization, 
found in its 1980 Environ- 
mental Quality Index (EQD) 
study that four of the seven 
resources that go into the 
index — wildlife, water, soil, 
and forests — remained 
unchanged in quality over 
the past year. 

Another component of the 
EQI — air quality im- 
proved in 1979, while two 
others — minerals and living 
space — decl 

Last year 
time since 1970 that 
majority of the seven natural 
resources did not register a 
decline on the EQI 

During 1979 there was 
“progress on a number of 
front from pollution 
abatement and _— solar 
research to wetlands 
protection and wildlife 
management,” explains the 
EQU report, which is 
published in the February 
issue of National Wildlife 
magazine. 

But while many past gains 
were consolidated, ‘‘at the 
political level en- 
vironmental programs and 
priorities suffered setbacks 
from which they may not 
soon recover,” the report 
concludes 

The EQI is an analysis of 
the state of the nation’s 
natural resources based on a 
combination of objective 
mesurements. and the 
subjective judgments of the 
NWF staff in consultation 
with government experts 
and academic researchers. 

Five federal agencie 
the Bureau of Land 
Management, the Council on 
Environmental Quality, the 
Fish and Wildlife Service, 
the Forest Service, and the 
Soil Conservation Service 
now cooperate with the 
Federation in the collection 
of resources data. 

WILDLIFE 

No Change. For the first 
time in more than a decade. 
the EQI trendline for wildlife 
stopped going down in 1979 
This was the result of years 
of hard work in wildlife 
management, habitat 
protection, and pollution 
abatement 

But conservationists 
worry about the future 
Little was done last year to 
improve vast -acreages of 
badly abused rangeland in 
the West. And in Congress, 
there was a fierce backlash 
against all environmental 
constraints on development 

There were other ominous 
conflicts between energy and 
wildlife in 1979 While 
Congress debated relaxing 
air standards so more coal 
ean be burned,, acid rain 
containing pollutants from 
industrial smokestacks and 
car exhaust began showing 
up in Wisconsin and 
Michigan 
-Last fall, the Interior 
Department okayed oil 
exploration on the Georges 
Bank off Cape Cod, one of the 
world’s most productive 
fisheries, while U.S. crews 
were mopping up a 
monumental leak from an 
offshore Mexican oil well. 

MINERALS 

Down. Of the seven 
resources analyzed in the 
EQI, minerals are perhaps 
the easiest to squander and 
the hardest to retrieve. This 
underlines the seriousness of 
the fact that in 1979, the U.S. 
moved one year closer to the 
end of the petroleum era 
wihtout a comprehensive 
energy conservation 
program. 

Instead of emphasizing 
conservation, President 
Carter proposed a massive 
and expensive program to 
develop ‘‘synthetic” fossil 
fuels, to locate and produce 
more domestic oil, and to 
create an almost dictatorial 
“energy mobilization board” 
that could bypass many 
environmental safeguards. 

In the year of Three Mile 
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Island, gas lines, and 
doubled fuel prices, not all of 
the energy news was bad 

Energy efficiency in U.S. 
homes and apartments in 
creased and industrial use 
decreased. Improved auto 
mileage last year produced 
the first drop since 1974 in 
gasoline demand, which 
accounts for 40 percent of all 
oil used 

AIR 

Up. All aéross the country 
last’ year,’ millions of 
Americans were breathing 
air that was cleaner. than it 
had been in a decade. Also 
last year, there was relen- 
Uess pressure on the 

vironmental Protection 
Agency to lower its 
air standards, because many 
U.S. poliey- and auto-make 
claimed ‘that antipollution 
costs inflationary 

What are the costs and 
benefits of air pollution 
laws? According to the 
President’s Council on 
Environmental Quality 
(CEQ), the U.S. spent $13 
billion in 1978 to clean up the 
air. But, CEQ added, cleaner 
air may be saving 
Americans as’ much as $22 
billion annually in damages 

WATER 

No Change. Many in 
dustries and communities 
are now moving toward, 
rather than away from, the 
Clean Water Act's goal of 
fishable swimmable 
waters by 1985. Industry is 
responsible for much of the 
cleanup progress that  h: 
been made. About 85 percent 
of the nation’s major in 
dustrial’ polluters ae com 
plying with the law 

But there are 
problems 


rising 
Many en- 
vironmentalists claim that 
conventional sewage 
treatment plants use too 
much energy and don’t 
really get the water clean 

Nearly 800 industrial 
polluters have failed to meet 
EPA's 1977 cleanup deadline 
and fewer than 200 have been 
taken to court. And every 
day, vast amounts. of urban 
and agricultural poisons 
enter the nation’s water 
supplies from  ‘‘nonpoint” 
sources 

SOIL 
The outlook for 
American’s hard used _ soil 
may be better these days 

For one thing, erosion in 
many areas apparently isn’t 
as bad as many experts once 
feared. 

For another, there’s a good 
chance that the use of harm- 
ful pesticides can be 
drastically curtailed, due to 
a strategy called integrated 
pest managment 

IPM could reduce crop 
losses to pests more ef- 
fectively than today’s 
pesticides without har- 
ming human health or 
natural ecosystems. 

On the negative side, the 
massive runoff of fertilizer 
and pesticides into streams 
and rivers remains one of the 
nation’s most stubborn 
pollution problems. And the 
conversion of cropland to 
suburbs continues unabated. 

LIVING SPACE 

Down. Even with a lower 
birthrate, the U.S. 
population is expanding 
rapidly (it passed 220 million 


last year), and the strain on 
living space is relentless 
Despite the suggestions of an 
urban renaissance in many 
of the nation’s largest cities, 
the 35-year-old migration to 
the suburbs continues, ac. 
companied by development 
in scores of agricultural 
areas. 

Fortunately, some states 
have passed their own land 
use laws, and last year 
Congress passed an Omnibus 
Parks bill, which designates 
two million acres as 
wilderness 

But bernefits from these 
efforts will be limited as long 
as the primary cause of the 
living-space crunch 
population growth con 
tinues 

FORESTS 

Same. Last year the U.S 
grew more timber than it cut 
(except in the West). The 
U.S. Forest Service proposed 
to set aside more than 15 
million additional acres as 
wilderness and to open up 
another 36 million acres to 
timber and other kinds of

Commenting on the report, 
Thomas L. Kimball, NWF 
executive vice-president, 
warned that the existing 
“quality of life” is 
threatened by present trends 
in Congress 

“As we enter the 1980s, the 
overriding question is this: 
Will we let energy and in- 
flation wipe out our en- 
vironmental gains?”

“Just what is a trust?”” 


We are often asked this question 
by customers who tell us that 
they frequently hear the term 
but have only a vague idea of 
what is meant. This is under- 
standable. There are so many 
different kinds of trusts created 
for such a variety of purposes 
that it is easy to see why non- 
lawyers are often confused. A 
Trust is simply an arrangement 
whereby ownership of property 
is transferred to an individual 
or trust company, known as the 
“trustee”? to hold and manage 
for the benefit of another, 
generally designated as the 
“‘beneficiary’’. Transferring 
legal title to the trustee who 
holds it solely for the benefit 
of the beneficiary is the magic 
ingredient which makes this 
possible. 


Kinds of trusts. 


1. Testamentary or non-testa- 
mentary. A testamentary trust 
is one created by will and comes 
into existence only at the creator’s 
death. A _non-testamentary 
trust is set up during the 
creator’s lifetime and is 
commonly known as an “‘inter- 
vivos”’ or living trust. 


2. Recovable or irrevocable. A 
revocable trust is a living trust

Sull others 
have no tax incentives but are 
used for what may be described 
as “‘family’’ reasons--investrnent 
supervision of the family’s assets 
and protection for wife, children, 
or other loved ones. 


Falling, within one or more of 
these broad categories are many 
specific types of trusts, the 
designation of which, in all 
probalility, will be familiar to 
trust customers. We speak, 
for example, of an Insurance 
Trust, a Short-term Trust; a 
Trust for Minors; a Charitable 
Remainder Trust, a Land Trust; 
and many others. Each of 
these has its own particular 
purpose--tax saving, investment 
supervision, family protection, 
or possibly a combination of 
all of these. 


What is a trust? We hope we've stripped some of the mystery from this not-so-simple 
If you should have additional questions, talk to your attorney and both of 
you are invited to visit us.

‘The energy crisis is really 
a crisis of oi] and secondary 
one of natural gas. 

These two fuels — which 
are clean-burning, easy to 
transport, and adaptable to 
many uses — provide three- 
quarters of our energy needs 
today. 

To understand our present 
predicament we must un- 
derstand how we came to be 
so heavily dependent on oil 
and natural gas. 

Both are 20th century 
fuels. Oil rose from barely 
measurable use around 1900 
to a quarter share of total 
U.S. energy consumption in_ 
1930 and almost half in 1970, 
Natural gas consumption 
quadrupled between 1930 and 
1970. 


Their spectacular growth 
has technological, political, 
and social roots. Repeating 
the 19th century pattern for 
coal, we created new 
technologies that could take 
advantage of the unique 
properties of these fuels. The 
internal combustion engine 
is the most spectacular 
example. 

We also found ways to 
move local fuels across the: 
nation. Natural gas began to 
flow from the Southwest to 
the Midwest and East as the 
“Big Inch,’ “Little Inch” 
and other World War IL 
pipelines built to transport 
petroleum across the 
country were turned over to 
the natural gas industry. 
Improve seamless welded 
pipelines made transporting 
gas under high pressure 
possible, creating new 
markets and _ greater 
‘demand, 


POLITICAL AND SOCIAL 


CHANGES. 
Technological changes 
-moved. in tandem with 
Political and social tran- 
sformations that assumed 
energy would be ayailabl 


everywhere, in the form 
needed, and cheaply — as 
indeed it was. 

Political changes included 
the passage of the Rural 
Electrification Act and the 
creation of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority to deliver 
electrical power to the 
nation’s farms and to the 
seven states drained by the 
Tennessee River and its 
tributaries. 

Low cost loans and mor- 
tgages through the GI Bill of 
Rights encouraged 
Americans to marry, have 
children, and buy their own 
homes, beginning the baby 
and suburban booms. The 
Interstate Highway program 
started in the 1950s, its 
mission to enable us to drive 
coast-to-coast without 
stopping for a traffic light. 

These political markers 
were evidence of deeper 
social trends. Urbanization 
continued, the proportion of 
the metropolitan population 
doubling between 1900 and 
1960. More people bought 
cars: by 1970, 80 percent of 
all families had at least one. 
More women went to work, 
witha third in the labor force 
in 1950 and about half by 


* 1977. 


NEW 
DEMANDS. 

Common to all these 
changes was a heightened 
demand for energy. In the 
post-war decades, the 
amount of energy used by 
each person in the United 
States rose steadily, in- 
dicating the increasingly 
higher energy content of the 
goods and services 
produced. 

‘These exuberant needs for 
energy were met by oil and 
gas; indeed, these two fuels 
were vital to the growth of 
the American economy, 
where Gross National 
Product almost quintupled 
between 1930 and 1977. 

The enormous 
confidence that 
engendered, and 
discoveries in Texas, 
Louisiana, even Alaska, 
eased any anxieties about 
wedding ourselves almost 
exclusively to two finite 
fuels. 

The internal combustion 
engine developed further, 
with horsepower a_ better 
sales lure than gas mileage; 
the Intestate Highway 
system was built on the 
premise of cheap, ubiquitous 
gasoline.

And there were all those 
appliances: __ refrigerators 
replaced the ice box; 
washing machines, the 
washboard; air conditioners, 
the fan. 

New industrial processes, 
such as the electric arc 
furnace of the steel industry, 
appeared. Production of 
plastics grew prodigiously, 
particularly after World War 
Tl, further raising the 
demand for petroleum. 

Only the benighted would 
argue that these events, 
which formed the setting for 
the energy crisis of the 1970s, 
were a mistake. A home of 
one’s own, a car and the 
highways to drive it on, clean 
heat in winter and air con- 
ditioning in summer — all 
enriched American life. 

And energy was cheap: its 
prices as a proportion of both 
Gross National Product and 
of personal incomes fell 
steadily for several decades. 
New oil fields were 
discovered; natural gas was 
so cheap and plentiful that 
its market price was set at a 
level to encourage its use. 

DANGER SIGNS. 

But there were some 
ominous signs, including the 
very fact that the United 
States depended largely on 
two fuels. Nuclear energy 
was not even up to the level 
of hydropower — now about 4 
percent — until the 1970s, 
and coal’s share shrank and 
was increasingly restricted 
to ‘electrical power plants. 

The level of oil imports 
rose from about 12 percent in 
1950 to half in the 1970s. And 
the rate of oil and gas 
discovery per foot drilled 
was falling, as easily found 
fields had already been 
tapped 

But only the politician 
wishing early retirement 
would have denied that more 
was better or would have 
pressed to conserve energy 
or to widen the array of fuel 
supplies. 

Moreover, while we were 
raising our energy con- 
sumption almost solely 
through the growth of oil and 
natural gas, we were 
foreclosing other options. 

For example, there was a 
post-war effort, through the 
Synthetic Fuels Act, to 
improve on the horrendously 
costly conversion processes 
that the Nazi had used to 
liquefy coal for fueling tanks 
and planes. 

That effort withered as 
cheap petroleum became 


“more widely available, 25 


natural gas found national 
markets, and as_ the 
petroleum industry con- 
tinued its opposition to 
government support of 
alternative energy sources. 
The result was to im- 
proverish coal research, and 
to limit coal’s role as an 
alternative to increasing 
imports of ever more costly 
oil. 

And there was a seemingly 
unlimited supply of oil to 
import. In the 1950s, new 
geophysical techniques led 
to the discovery of large oil 
deposits in Kuwait, Abu 
Dhabi, the United Arab 
Emirates, Saudi Arabia, and 
Tran, 

Production costs from 
these new wells were only 5 
to 40 cents per barrel 
compared to $2 to $6 in the 
United States. 

American oil companies 
pressed for an oil import 
program, which by 
“protecting” the nation from 
cheaper foreign oil, ac- 
celerated the depletion) of 
domestic supplies. 

The environmental 
movement, which began in 
the 1960s, gained strength as 
the true price of energy 
became more. apparent — 
air polluted by fossil-fueled 
power plants and 
automobiles; water heated 
as it coursed through nuclear 
power plants before spilling 
into rivers and lakes; oil

But the effects of suddenly 
depriving utilities of high- 
sulfur coals — for which they 
had built plants, structured 
their rates, arranged 
transportation, intensively 
sought customers — were 
not thought out 

Many utilities switched to 
low-sulfur oil rather than

ising 


compete in a seller’s ma 
for low-sulfur coal, r 
the demand for petroleum 
and refinery capacity 
beyond anything anticipated 
by the petroleum industry. 
Also, the problems of coal 
raised the already high. and. 
in retrospect, deceptive 
attractions of nuclear fission 
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for producing electricity 
The fortunes of oil and gas 
were thus deeply woven into 
transformations that oc- 
curred in American society 
beginning ‘in’ the 1930s 
These energy choices 
reflected what American 
society valued. It wanted oil 
and gas partly because of 


their convenience compared 
to coal, 

In turn, the changes that 
oil and gas made possible — 
from the automobile age to 
“clean heat’? — entered our 
definition of a reasonable 
standard of life. 

And in time, the en- 
vironmental “movement 
signaled that clean rivers 
and air were sometimes of 
more value than an economy 
premised on ever more 
goods. 

When the price of OPEC oil 
quintupled in the 1970s, the 
situation was ripe for an 
energy crisis.

Buscaglia found that the 
one unifying force to the 
concerns and crises of young 
and old was love. He began, 
without salary, a non-credit 
experimental course, a “love 
class.’

1930s conference 
here this spring 


This year: marks the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the 
decade of the 1930s, an era 
that often connotes bread 
lines and soup kitchens. But 
a “Conference on the '308’’ in 
April and May at Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville will show 
otherwise.

The annual meeting of 
shareholders of First 
Granite City National Bank 
was held Tuesday; 94,432 of, 
the 132,000 total shares 
outstanding were 
represented in person or by 
proxy.

Suspect is sought in 
Venice fatal shooting 


The investigation by 
Venice police into the fatal 
shooting of-Mrs. Adele 
Baker, 73, of 815 South 
Fourth St., Venice, in her 
home Feb. 16 has led police 
to search for one man who is 
believed to have been the 
last man to see the victim 
alive 

The man is known to be a 
deserter from the U.S. Army 
and has been using two 
names and social security 
numbers. He has_ been 
sought by military 
authorities since he deserted 
from Ft. Campbell, Ky., on 
Jan. 22, 

Through interviewing 
friends, neighbors ,and 
relatives of Mrs. Baker, 
officers have determined 
that the man they are 
seeking was in her home 
Friday evening, Feb. 15, 
about 5:30 p.m. when her 
nephew visited 

The man remained in the 
home after the nephew left 
He was seen in a tavern at 
Fourth Street and Broadway 
about 10:30 or 10:45 p.m 
Feb. 15 and told a patron he 
was leaving for Hawaii 

One reason police feel Mrs 
Baker was shot by a visitor, 
rather than a robber or 
burglar, is that there were no 
signs of forced entry into the 
home or of ransacking. 

Evidence indicates Mrs. 
Baker was seated in a 
reclining chair in the living 
room when three shots were 
fired at her head. The 
gunman is believed to have 
been standing near the 
hallway entrance, about 
three to four feet away from 
her at the time 

Granite City police found a 
gun at 2ist and Adams 
streets early last week and 
turned it over to Venice

Venice officers went to 
Pevely, Mo., Friday and 
questioned the man’s last 
known girlfriend, . but 
reported she had not heard 
from him since before Mrs. 
Baker's death. 

Since Venice authorities do 
not have enough evidence to 
obtain a warrant for his 
arrest, they can no enter his
